A SUM of £400,000 could be avail¬ 
able to boost businesses across the 
Dover district, according to a lead¬ 
ing Labour councillor. 

But he says that no one in the business com¬ 
munity knows how to get hold of it. 

Mike Eddy said he understood the cash had 
been made available through a Government 
initiative under Lord Mandelson’s Business 
Enterprise Regulatory Reform body to fund 
companies struggling in the recession. 

This organisation has now been replaced by 
the Business Innovation and Skills Depart¬ 
ment, which is also a grant-giving body. 

But Cllr Eddy, who represents the Mill Hill 
ward, said all attempts to find out how to 
access the money had failed. 

“There have been rumours of this cash being 
available across the business community in 
Dover, Deal and Sandwich,” he said. 

“It could be for ongoing businesses or as a 
start-up for new ones. Either way, it would be 
a massive boost to the local economy. 

“There are also rumours that £50,000 of it 
has been spent, but nobody seems to know on 
what. I would dearly like to know what is 
going on - and so would many other people. 

“Obviously I am not saying this is the case in 
relation to the Dover district, but there have 
been occasions when local authorities have 
had sums of Government money available but 
have just used the funds to pay for officers to 
administer the money.”

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Flood risk holds 
up decision for 
new community 
hospital location

TWO new sites have been 
added to the list of possible 
locations for Dover’s £20 
million community hospital. 

Health officials added Buckland 
Mill and a central site at Charlton 
post office to their list of possibilities, 
which also includes Whitfield, 
Buckland Hospital and the Maison 
Dieu mid-town site. 

The move follows problems with 
the preferred mid-town location 
where it was revealed soon after 
being chosen that there was a flood 
risk in that part of Dover town. 

NHS bosses admitted last month 
they were considering new options, 
but that construction of the hospital 
on the mid-town site could still go 
ahead if works could be carried out 
to reduce the risk of flooding. 

A meeting was held in Dover on 
Monday to discuss the new suggest¬ 
ed locations with stakeholders. 

Vulnerable 

Andrew Pearce, from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, stressed that putting a 
hospital in the mid-town site was 
building a ‘Vulnerable development 
in the most high risk area.” 

Lorraine Denoris, from the NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust, said a decision on the 
location would not be made at the 
meeting, but said recommendations 
discussed would be put to the PCT 
board next month. 

“Our view is that we want to make 
a decision on this in the next month 
or so,” she said. 

Amanda Harrison, from the PCT, 
went through the commissioning 
intentions of the NHS, which includ¬ 


ed accessibility, car parking, value for 
money, deliverability and whether or 
not the sites contribute to the wider 
regeneration of the town. 

She said: “The mid-town site is the 
preferred option, but we first need to 
review other locations. We need to 
see if there is any other preferred 
site in Dover for the project. 

“We also need to ensure the deliv¬ 
erability of each site and that where 
we choose can be built on as soon as 
possible.” 

Timing of the development - which 
was meant to be completed by 2011 - 
was an important issue of the meet¬ 
ing, where funding was also discussed. 

Funding 

David Meikle, director of commis¬ 
sioning, finance and investment at 
the PCT, stressed that the sooner a 
decision was made the better to 
ensure funding remained in place. 

He added: “The NHS chief execu¬ 
tive David Nicholson said the NHS 
may have to lose 20 per cent of its 
funding over the next four years.” 

Stuart Bain, chief executive of the 
East Kent Hospitals University 
NHS Foundation Trust, agreed 
that a decision needed to be made 
quickly: “When Dover mid-town 
site was chosen we envisaged that 
by now there would be a building 
there and expected completion 
by 2011. 

“The flood risk has pushed this 
back, meaning it’s not conceivable to 
get the project completed in the 
time frame.” 

Tim Ingleton, head of regeneration 
at Dover District Council, said the 
authority still backed the mid-town 
site as the preferred option. 

“This is a very complex situation 
and we must look at other sites and 
weigh up the advantages and disad¬ 
vantages of each one,” he said.

Royal blessing puts petition on track

A CAMPAIGNER for free travel has 
taken his battle to County Hall. 

Harry Farrow has compiled a 5,000-signature 
petition calling for free travel on Kent’s rail net¬ 
work for the over 60s, and having received the 
backing of both Sandwich and Walmer town 
councils took he is taking his plea to the next 
level. 

The retired decorator from Sittingboume, has 
also written to Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
and Prince Charles asking for their help in giv¬ 
ing senior citizens free use of the railways after 
peak hours. 

He wants the scheme to be adopted by 
Southeastern and run alongside the current 
free bus passes which are available across the 
county. Mr Farrow, 63, said a similar scheme is 
in operation in both London and the Midlands 
and he sees no reason why it cannot operate in 
Kent as well. 

He waited outside the Maidstone headquar¬ 
ters of Kent County Council and handed his 
flyer leaflet to councillors and members of staff. 

“I had a very good reception,” he said. “People 
seemed to like what I had to say. It is encourag¬ 
ing that the councils in Walmer and Sandwich 
have written to me expressing support after I 
contacted them. I will be visiting other parts of 
the county with my petition and I will also find 
ways to listen to what people have to say.” 


Mr Farrow was accompanied by Sitting¬ 
boume KCC member Mike Whiting and also 
met head of transport David Hall, who both 
expressed their support. 

“The free bus passes are all veiy well,” he said. 
“But to go further afield takes a lot of time, and 
sitting on a bus for more than 40 minutes to get 
to Faversham or Gillingham is not an option 
most older people will want to take on. 

“So I thought as it is the case that using the 
London pass you can get from Dartford to 
Watford or into the Buckinghamshire country¬ 
side for nothing, why can something similar not 
operate in Kent? 

“Many trains are empty after rush hour, so 
this would not affect anyone adversely. I was 
pleased so many councillors agreed with me and 
I intend to keep going.” 

Mr Farrow has also sent his petition to sup¬ 
porters in Medway and has written to district 
and parish councils across the county. 

He said: ‘When I started out people said I 
should work from the bottom up, but I wanted 
to do it my way, so I wrote to Prince Charles, 
who sent a letter back wishing me well. 

“I feel so strongly about this that I will deliver 
the petition to the Prime Minister in the near 
future. Other people have advanced their caus¬ 
es in that way, so why not me?” 

A spokesman for the rail company said it was 
constantly looking at ways to maximise use of 
public transport and all options were taken into 
consideration.

Cllr Eddy says there are questions that 

need answering immediately. 

“The first is: if the money is there, how 
much of it is left?” he said. “And if cash has 
been spent, what has it been spent on? 

“Lastly, and possibly most importantly, how 
can businesses get their hands on the money?’ 

Cllr Eddy also asked how any money 
had been made available to the council. 

“I picked this all up from members of the 
business community, who asked if I know 
anything about this cash and how it could 
be obtained,” he said. 

“As far as I can see, there are a number 
of alternatives. It could be that the council 
spends the money where it is needed and 
then gets it refunded from Government. 

“Alternatively, it may be that the council 
has to submit proposals for where it wants to 
spend money and then it is made available. 

“Lastly, it could be that the cash is sit¬ 
ting their waiting to be spent. Either way, 
lots of people want to know.” 

A Dover District Council spokeman said: 
“We are working hard to provide help and 
support to businesses in the current econom¬ 
ic climate. This includes putting £100,000 
into a Business Rate Hardship Fund, 
which is match-funded by the Government 
with a further £300,000. 

‘We have already made awards of more 
than £8,000 from this fund and are work¬ 
ing with a range of local businesses to tar¬ 
get further allocation where this will make 
the biggest difference, and we continue to 
monitor the scheme to help local business 
and support employment for the future. 

‘We continue to work to support local busi¬ 
nesses, and the Health and Well-being team 
was set up this year and continues to work 
with a range of partners to provide help and 
support in the current economic climate.

His parliamentary career has been 
categorised by an older Labour left of 
centre stand on many issues which 
has bought him into conflict ideolog¬ 
ically with both former Prime Min¬ 
ister Tony Blair and current leader 
Gordon Brown. 

In 2005 he introduced an early day 
motion on climate change to parlia¬ 
ment, which calls upon the govern¬ 
ment to commit to yearly C02 emis¬ 
sion cuts of three per cent. 

In 2006, various claimes were 
made that Meacher would stand as a 
stalking horse against Tony Blair in 
order to initiate a leadership contest; 
others suggested, especially after

He has also called for a more con¬ 
ciliatory policy in the Middle East 
attempts to tackle income inequality 
and a greater commitment to reduc¬ 
ing energy use.

CROSS-CHANNEL visitors have the 
chance to relive the bravery and tragedy of 
the First World War next month with a trip 
to northern France’s most poignant relics. 

These include a network of historic caves 
carved out for thousands of soldiers who hid 
before fighting the Germans, and a memori¬ 
al park complete with restored trenches and 
tunnels. 

The Wellington Quarry in Arras, about an 
hour’s drive from Calais, is one of the most 
significant historical sites w T hich only 
opened last year. 

Tire quarry is a network of caves carved

years, Sabi and Andi decided to move on and 
open their own restaurant, and w r hen a venue 
in Dover came up they jumped at the chance.

Sabi’s brother Akos and his fiancee Niki help 
run the restaurant - w r hich is named after a 
range of mountains in central and eastern

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Welcome home 
Daddy: Gurkhas 
back from six 
months of duty 


MORE than 100 Gurkhas were 
reunited with their loved ones at 
Shorncliffe Barracks on Sunday 
after a six-month tour of 
Afghanistan on which they were 
training the country’s newly- 
recruited police officers.

After getting off the coaches the soldiers 
were presented with a ceremonial scarf 
known as a khada. 

They are also set to make a visit to the 
grave of Cpl Pun, who is buried in a cemetery 
in Aldershot after a ritual of thanksgiving 
known as a Pooza at the barracks. A long 
period of leave is then being taken, with 
many going back to families in their native 
Nepal. 

The company commanding officer is 
Major Chris Conroy, who paid tribute to the 
soldiers who died. 

“It was a great shame to lose Cpl Pun and 
Sgt Ross, but we knew the threat that we 
were under and the boys have done an out¬ 
standing job throughout.” 

Maj Conroy said the tour had been a suc¬ 
cess in terms of objectives and the Gurkhas 
had brought very special qualities to the 
mission. 

“The language similarities between the 
native tongues of the Gurkhas and Afghans 
mean they are able to communicate without 
the use of interpreters,” he said. 

“This makes mentoring the police officers 
much more personal and effective. It also 
allows both parties to establish a level of 
trust. 

“Our job was to instruct the police in how to 
stop and search vehicles, set up road blocks 
and use their weapons properly. 

“We were working alongside 20 members of 
173 Provost Company, Royal Military Police, 
who trained the Afghans in the sort of skills 
which policemen have to have. 

“The intention is that they will be able to 
take on the role of community policing, as we 
see in this country, as well as take on the 
insurgents. 

“When we arrived they had a reasonable 
standard of policing skills but that has risen 
sharply following the mentoring. 

“The officers understand the locals and the 
community, so that is a major strength. But 
they do have weaknesses. For instance, there 
is only about a 10 per cent literacy rate and 
the ability to read and write is one that is 
extremely important for police officers.”

Lifeboat rescues 
skilled Dutch sailor 

A DUTCH sailor rescued after his boat suf¬ 
fered engine failure said he was sad to have 
called for help after 40 years’ experience of 
sailing. 

The owner said he was pleased to see the 
Dover lifeboat come to the aid of his small 
angling boat, which had been drifting in the 
north-east shipping lane on passage to The 
Netherlands. 

Deputy Second Coxswain Mark Finnis 
led the RNLI lifeboat out of Dover just after 
lpm on Monday, October 19, to the disabled 
vessel, which was 11 miles out of port. 

The stricken seven-metre water-jet 
angling boat, together with its single occu¬ 
pant, was then towed to Dover Marina. 

Mr Finnis said: “Conditions in the Channel 
were moderate and the boat was drifting in 
the nautical equivalent of the M25. 

“Everything went well and the gentleman 
was last seen boarding a ferry to go home, 
leaving his new boat in Dover.” 

Large driving fine 

A POLISH motorist has been handed 
Kent’s largest ever fine of £7,500 for twice 
being caught driving a dangerously over¬ 
weight lorry on the M20.

WITH the continued deaths of 
British servicemen in Afghanistan, 
this year’s poppy appeal for fallen 
fighters is ever more poignant. 

The appeal was launched on Thursday by 
the Royal British Legion with the slogan “For 
their sake, wear a poppy”. 

Since 2001, more than 220 members of the 
Armed Forces - including soldiers from Kent - 
have been killed in Afghanistan, and more 
than 300 troops have been wounded in 
Helmand Province alone. 

In decades past, we bought poppies to 
remember those who fell in two world wars 
and other conflicts. 

Tragedies 

But the tragedies suffered by the families of 
those men and women is now being shared in 
these new modem day battles. 

Along with the dead, thousands more have 
been hurt in Iraq, many with bmtal injuries. 

During the launch ceremony, hosted by the 
chairman of Kent County Council, John 
Davies, representatives from active serving 
units across the county, many of whom have 
served in Afghanistan and Iraq, were formally 
presented the first poppies of the 2009 Appeal. 

This was done by school children from St 
Paul’s and Benenden Primary Schools who 
handed each veteran a poppy. 

Those that have fallen in Kent in recent 
years include Flight Sgt Gary Andrews, 48, 
from Tankerton, who was with 120 Squadron 
RAF; Sgt Dave Wilkinson, 33, from Ashford, 
with 19 Regiment Royal Artillery; Major 
Alexis Roberts, 32, with 1st Battalion The 
Royal Gurkha Rifles; Lance Corporal Jake 
Alderton, 22, from Bexley, with 36 Engineer 
Regiment; Lance Corporal James Johnson, 31, 
from Chatham, with 5th Battalion The Royal 
Regiment of Scotland, and Captain Ben 
Babington-Browne, 27, from Maidstone, who

was with 22 Engineer Regiment, Royal 
Engineers. 

Royal British Legion county manager, Geoff 
Simpson, said: “The two weeks of 
Remembrancetide provide a time when we 
can honour the memory of those who have 
died. 

“However, in remembering the dead, we 
must not forget the living, particularly those 
who have had their lives shattered by dreadful 
wounding, or the loss of a loved one. 

“The funds raised through our annual poppy 
appeal help provide emotional and financial 
support for servicemen and their families, who 
are trying to rebuild their lives. 

“The people of Kent generously donated just 
over £1 million during last year’s poppy 
appeal. 

“However, we see daily increases in the num¬ 
ber of people turning to us for help. 

“The support we have given this year has 
been extensive - from funding a laptop that 


allowed a young ex-soldier suffering from post 
traumatic stress disorder to order his shop¬ 
ping online and keep in contact with his fami¬ 
ly, to helping an estranged wife and her three 
children move out of a women’s refuge and 
into a rented home of their own. For their 
sake, wear a poppy.” 

Because of the ever-growing number of casu¬ 
alties, the Legion said the focus of this year’s 
appeal is to help what it called “the Afghan 
generation” of the Armed Forces and their 
families. 

Since 2003, the Legion has financially assist¬ 
ed 10,000 Middle East veterans, and helped 
win £7.5m additional compensation paid to 
the most seriously injured heroes. 

It has also provided £1.8m for combat stress 
to provide treatment for mental traumas, pro¬ 
vided housing and employment, and even 
adventure breaks and family holidays to hun¬ 
dreds of veterans, all of whom saw action in 
Afghanistan and Iraq.

Q 


How did you become interested in making stained glass? 


A I left school when I was 16 and worked as 
a landscape gardener for three months and 
hated it. There was a studio along Little- 
bourne Road which was called The Stained 
Glass Studio and was run by Mike Boothroyd. 
I worked there for four years making leaded 
lights and all-round things. 

When I left there, I worked for Canterbury 
Cathedral for 12 years as a stained-glass 
glazier. My work entailed removing the panels 
out of the cathedral and into the conservation 
studio, where the conservators did their work. 

After the stained glass had been conserved, 
I then refitted it into position. I had to get the 
panels out of the building and into the work¬ 
shop, where the conservators did their work, 
and then I got it back into the cathedral and 
back into position. 

I worked on the Chapter House, which took 
seven years to do. I did a large percentage of the 
secondary glazing, which is the clear glazing 
round the Nave and the top end of the cathe¬ 
dral. The cathedral also does commission work, 
so I went to most of the cathedrals and church¬ 
es in Kent over the 12 years I was there. After 
I was made redundant, my close friend, Sid 
Solloway, helped me start my own business. 

We called it Glass and Things because we 
did anything, basically. It went from terrari¬ 
ums, a cross between a plant-pot and a 
greenhouse used by the Navy to bring plants 


back from expeditions, to mirrors to pubs to 
whatever. 

Our claim to fame is that we worked on the 
refurbishment of St Pancras train station. We 
did both sides of the platform and across the 
back as they needed specialised glaziers for 
the doors and windows. 


Q 


How has business been? 


A We opened seven or eight years ago and it 
had been great until a couple of years ago 
when the credit crunch hit. We used to have 
three employees here and we’ve unfortunately 
had to lose all of them, and we are now back to 
me, the wife and Sid. 

Business is gradually picking up at the 
moment, but stained glass is a luxury item - 
people either want their window or they don’t 
want it and sometimes they can live without 
out it. As for the cut-sized glass, we have our 
regulars who know we are here, but other 
people don’t know we exist, which is quite sad, 
really. 


Q 


What is the secret to beautiful stained glass? 


but we always say we don’t have to wake up to 
it in the morning. 

My wife and I don’t have any stained glass in 
our house at all. The sole reason is I doubt we 
could ever agree to a design or a colour that we 
would go for. People come in here, they bring in 
their ideas and we do what they ask for. 

Q lf you could take on any project with stained glass, what 
would it be? 

A An entire stately home would be nice, with 
leaded lights and stained glass. But we 
really like Joe Bloggs who walks in the door 
with their one-off stained glass panel for their 
front door or for their entrance hall. 

We’ve done some quirky things in the past. 
We’ve done a pair of shoes in glass as a shoe 
company wanted some stained-glass shoes to 
sit on a table-top to advertise with. We did a 
terrarium that was 4ft long, 2ft tall by 3ft 
wide, and that weighed a tonne! Our catch- 
phrase is that we can do anything in glass, so 
in that way it can be quite strange. 


Q 


How often is the glass in the cathedral replaced? 


A I suppose it is the materials and the design 
at the end of the day. We always say to peo¬ 
ple we don’t have to like the design. They come 
in with their idea and we make what they 
want. We don’t even choose the colours. We 
hold their hands for the colours of the glass, 


A They have a full-time team of conservators 
working on it continuously - it’s a bit like 
the Forth Bridge.

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QUESTION: What do you think about the zero-tolerance policy 
adopted in New York? 

Patricia Burton, Folkestone 

ANSWER: The concept of zero-tolerance policing was made 
famous in the mid-90s by New York mayor Rudy Giuliani and 
works on the assumption that by quickly and firmly addressing 
minor problems within a locality, a strong message is sent out 
that more serious crime will not be tolerated. 

However, this approach has attracted criticism for removing 
officer discretion and unnecessarily criminalising large numbers of 
local people, and there is still much debate among criminologists 
as to its effectiveness at actually reducing levels of crime. 

Kent Police are committed to dealing with low-level crime 
and antisocial behaviour, and we target this through our local 
neighbourhood policing teams and the recently-introduced 
neighbourhood task teams. I strongly believe we need to achieve 
this in partnership with local communities and that my officers 
need to retain the ability to exercise discretion and use their own 
common sense - something the public would quite rightly expect. 

QUESTION: Can you explain why for many years your officers 
have allowed hundreds of speeding motorcyclists to use the roads 
in and out of Tenterden every summer weekend as a virtual TT 
course? 

Not only are they a menace to themselves, but to pedestrians 
and all other road-users as well. I have complained to the 
previous holder of your position, but nothing was ever done and I 
certainly have never seen a speed trap on our local roads. 

Steps should, in my view, be taken now to prepare a rude 
awakening for these lawless idiots in time for next summer.

ANSWER: Kent Police take the issue of speeding motorcyclists 
very seriously. In the Ashford district, which includes Tenterden, 
this important issue is treated as a priority in a number of wards 
following feedback from the PACT (Partners and Communities 
Together) processes in both rural and urban areas. 

The subject of speeding motorcyclists forms part of our 
daily business and is incorporated into our 'You said, we did' 
information campaigns. Since the beginning of last month, 26 
rural-road checks have been completed in the Tenterden area, 
resulting in 46 drivers being dealt with for a variety of offences. 

In addition, a specialist motorbike team patrols areas where 
problems are identified and provides advice to riders. Its role 
specifically focuses on reducing the number of people killed and 
seriously injured on our roads, but also addresses antisocial 
behaviour by riders. 

QUESTION: We are continually being told the crime rate is falling, 
but is that because the public feels reporting offences is pointless 
as the police appear disinterested? 

Patricia Burton, Folkestone 

ANSWER: Kent Police set priorities to tackle antisocial 
behaviour and crime. We achieve this by ensuring our emergency 
response patrols react to calls for assistance that need immediate 
attendance. Kent Police's Initial Crime Investigation Unit deals 
with all reports of crime that do not require the immediate atten¬ 
dance of a patrol. The unit consists of 60 investigators providing a 
round-the-clock service. The staff have specialised training to 
enable them to provide a quality investigation at the first point of 
contact with the caller, ensuring each caller receives the best 
possible service. At local level we have seen a marked increase in 
the number of crimes attended by police. 


Antisocial behaviour and 
crime put in the spotlight 


A THREE-WEEK crack¬ 
down on crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour was 
launched by Kent Police 
this week, writes Jane 
Barlow. 

It will runs until November 8 
and will give the message that 
illegal and nuisance behaviour 
will not be tolerated while at the 
same time reassuring people the 
police and many other organisa¬ 
tions are working together to 
make their communities safer. 

During the three weeks, Kent 
Police will be working with local councils, 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service, Neighbourhood 
Watch, Clean Kent, the Probation Service, the 
Kent and Medway Camera Safety Part¬ 
nership, Kent County Council and the 
Medway Unitary Authority. 

The campaign will focus on three themes: 

• Crime and disorder - this will include action 
to reduce incidents of antisocial behaviour 
associated with Halloween and fireworks 

• Antisocial use of vehicles - this will include 
specialist patrols targeting those motorists 
who put lives at risk by speeding, using 
mobile phones while driving, not wearing 
seatbelts, or by driving uninsured, unroad¬ 
worthy, untaxed vehicles. Patrols will also 
target nuisance off-road motorcycling 

• Environmental antisocial behaviour - 
activities will aim to improve the environ¬ 
ment through the removal of graffiti, rub¬ 
bish and abandoned and untaxed vehicles 
and the identification of individuals or com¬ 
panies responsible for flytipping. 

Inspector Phil Hibben, who is co-ordinating 

police efforts across the county, said: “Anti¬ 
social behaviour and crime can have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on people’s quality of life. 

“During these three weeks the police will be 
working closely with local councils and other 


agencies to tackle the issues 
that matter most to local people 
and bring offenders to justice. 

“The darker evenings and a 
seasonal rise in casualties on the 
roads will mean we will also be 
targeting drivers who pose the 
greatest risk to other road-users. 

“Specialist officers will be 
identifying and prosecuting 
drivers who drive in an anti¬ 
social manner.” 

Part of the campaign, called 
Operation Velo, will see police offi¬ 
cers going out on their bikes rather 
than in patrol cars to speak with 
members of the public. 

When Operation Velo ran at the end of 
August it resulted in 900 engagements with 
youngsters, who were given road safety advice. 

The campaign will also include Operation 
Cubit, which is coordinated by KCC and 
removes untaxed and abandoned vehicles 
from the roads. The campaign also takes in 
Not In My Neighbourhood Week, which runs 
nationally from November 2-6. 

During the three weeks, action planned 
across the county includes: 

• In Maidstone PCSOs will be visiting shops 
selling fireworks to remind retailers about 
the law. 

• Dover officers will be tackling inconsiderate 
parking outside schools. 

• In Gravesend and Dartford, meetings will be 
held with retailers, at which Trading 
Standards and Kent Police will give advice. 

• Ashford police officers will be going into sec¬ 
ondary schools to speak about the dangers of 
playing with fireworks and about road safe¬ 
ty. PCSOs will be recording number-plates of 
drivers not wearing seatbelts or using 
mobile phones at the wheel. 

Officers from Ashford are expecting to be par¬ 
ticularly busy on October 31 as the village of 
Pluckley is reportedly the countiys most haunt¬ 
ed place and there could be an influx of visitors.

Tory county councillor Chris Wells discusses the dilemmas of school applications 


Whatever your letter reveals, 
it's not the end of the world 


THE results are in, the letters to 
parents have gone out. The annual 
moment when families have to con¬ 
sider which schools to apply for is 
upon us once again. 

The advantage for many of us knowing the 
result of the 11-plus before filling in school 
preferences is balanced against the long wait 
for those who have not been selected before 
appeals take place. 

Technically, the parental appeal is against 
the allocation of school places, which is not 
completed until the spring, and appeals can 
continue well into the summer months. 

So first, if the letter does not say what you 
wanted to hear, talk to the choice advisers at 
County Hall whose phone numbers come with 
the results. 

Talk to your child’s head-teacher. Take their 
advice on the best way to fill in the preference 
form in these circumstances. 

Secondly, understand that while this process 


now requires a period of patient waiting, use 
that time to gather evidence of your child’s 
achievements outside school; their extra¬ 
curricular activity all helps make your case 
and builds a picture of the rounded individual. 

Third, contact your county councillor now. 
Two years ago, for reasons many still do not 
understand, the Government tried to stop 
councillors playing any part in the present¬ 
ation of the appeal. 

Last year, they were permitted to play their 
traditional role once again, and both panels 
and parents appreciate having a knowledge¬ 
able friend in the room with them. 

Fourthly, protect your child from anxiety 
over this process. 

The best way for them to help is to keep 
working so their schoolwork shows them in a 
better light than the test score alone. 

The rest, I always tell them, is a job for the 
adults to worry about. 

And finally, whatever you have set your 
heart on, life has a funny way of showing you 
it’s not the end of the world. 


Of my own older children, the most success¬ 
ful career-wise to date is the young man who 
was never headed for grammar school but 
probably has the best work ethic in the family, 
and the most enviable lifestyle! 

Some of the most successful students at 
A-level locally over a number of years have 
been those who achieved excellent GCSE 
grades at high schools. 

I still bump into the parents - and young 
adults - whose appeals I have handled over 
some 15 years of this work. 

We did not ‘win’ every time, but I have yet to 
hear of a total disaster due to this issue alone. 

So, in the words of an advert of a few years 
ago, the adults involved here must resist turn¬ 
ing a drama into a crisis. 

Reassurance and gentle support are the 
order of the day. 

In the years to come, looking back, this will 
seem rather less of a panic than it does right 
now. 

Try to put it all in perspective for your child¬ 
ren’s state of mind, if nothing else.

More deaths on roads 
as clocks go back 

The heightened danger faced by 
pedestrians when the clocks go back 
must be taken more seriously. 

The clocks went back on Sunday, 
and RoSPA is urging pedestrians, as 
well as cyclists, to ensure they can 
be seen by motorists, and for 
motorists to keep an even greater 
lookout for them. 

A total of 572 pedestrians was 
killed on Britain’s roads last year. 

Pedestrian deaths rose from 55 in 


October to 62 in November. In 
March 2008, 61 pedestrians were 
killed, but in April - after the clocks 
moved forward an hour - the figure 
dropped to 34. 

We are also pressing for the 
introduction of a system that would 
give an extra hour of daylight in the 
evening all year round. 

RoSPA has been calling for many 
years for the UK to move to a 
system called Single Double 
Summer Time (SDST), which would 
put the clocks one hour ahead of 
Greenwich Mean Time (GMT) in 
winter and two hours ahead of GMT 
in summer. 

In a report published last week, 
the Public Accounts Committee 
states that there is substantial 
evidence that fewer people would be 
killed or seriously injured on the 
roads if the clocks were put forward 
by one hour throughout the year. 

In April, the Department for 
Transport launched a consultation 
which acknowledged research that 
found a move to SDST could reduce 
road deaths by about 80 per year. 

And in May, the National Audit 
Office published a report stating 
that there were 10 per cent more 
collisions killing or injuring a 
pedestrian in the four weeks 
following the clocks going back than 
in the four weeks before the change. 


In view of the reports published 
this year, RoSPA will continue to 
call for a change which, we believe, 
would save lives and reduce injuries.

Hylton. 

Combined with professional wor¬ 
ries, this led to Dixon suffering from 
depression for several weeks before 
music turned her life around once 
again. 

When she was asked to compete in 
Strictly Come Dancing in 2007, she 
amazed viewers with her warm per¬ 
sonality and natural flair on the 


dance-floor. Dixon was reportedly 
nervous about taking part in the 
show but, along with professional 
partner Matthew Cutler, she wowed 
audiences and the notoriously hard- 
to-please judges with her sizzling 
salsa and riotous rumba.

pace and she achieved two top-five 
singles with The Boy Does Nothing

Piven finally gets chance 
to show us all The Goods

JEREMY Piven must feel like the 
three-time bridesmaid who has 
finally made it down the aisle as a 
bride. 

After all, the actor has carved out a sturdy 
career playing supporting roles in films such 
as Grosse Pointe Blanc, Old School and 
RocknRolla, and now, at the age of 44, he has 
finally landed a lead film role, as smooth-talk¬ 
ing car salesman Don Ready in the comedy 
The Goods: Live Hard, Sell Hard. 

“It was like sticking around the party for a lit¬ 
tle bit longer,” Piven says about playing the lead. 

“It was a great thing for me, and I feel like 
IVe been practising that for at least 20 years 
and so that’s maybe why I have something to 
offer. Whether I’m carrying the movie or not, it 
doesn’t matter, but to carve out that lead role 
is a great gift and I’d love to continue that.” 

The casting choice could be down, in part, to 
Piven having made a name for himself playing 
ruthless Hollywood agent Ari Gold in US TV 
series Entourage. 

Some of Ari can even be seen in The Goods’ 
Don Ready, who lives for work and will do any¬ 
thing and say anything to sell a car. 

He leads a crack team of sales specialists 
who spend their lives on the road, travelling to 
whichever car showroom needs to rejuvenate 
its sales. But this isn’t a film about sales tech¬ 
niques, rather about the friendship between 
Don’s motley crew and his own personal jour¬ 
ney as he begins to question his commitment- 
shy nomadic ways. 

It is also packed with shocking jokes and 
one-liners. Don’s team-mate Babs, played by 
Kathryn Jahn, falls in love with a ten-year-old, 
a Korean salesmen gets beaten up by his col¬ 
leagues in an apparent ‘hate crime’ and sever-

al scenes are set in the salacious surroundings 
of a strip club. 

Piven stands by the humour, despite com¬ 
plaints from some about its lack of taste. 

“I really thought it was all very funny, I was 
not offended,” he says earnestly. 

But one line in particular, in which Babs 
declares what she would do if Don pulls off a 
hard sell (too rude to be repeated here), almost 
got Piven into trouble at a screening. 

“I was watching the movie with Tony Romo, 
the American football player, and when he 
heard Babs’s line, he choked,” says Piven. 

“He was eating chips and he was laughing so 
hard, he started choking. I thought I’d killed 
Tony Romo. Here it would be like killing David 
Beckham - it was a scary moment.” 

Piven’s easy-going manner and gift for comic 
timing may be one of the reasons he has land¬ 
ed friends such as the aforementioned sports¬ 
man, as well as John Cusack, Dustin Hoffman 



and rapper Common. 

But on the whole, Piven remains guarded 
about his private life, preferring to offer up a 
joke or an anecdote than to speak frankly 
about his personal affairs. 

Is this a deliberate move? 

“Yes, I think it is,” Piven admits. 

“If you parade your private life in public I 
think it robs you of your anonymity and I don’t 
know how healthy that is. 

“I’m just trying to figure out a way to be a 
decent person and a working actor.” 

That said, he is frank enough to admit that 
he is “single right now”. 

“I’m absolutely looking for someone - why 
not?” he adds, offering hope to the many who 
swoon at his swarthy good looks.

THE Kent property market record¬ 
ed an encouraging performance 
during 2008/09 despite the down¬ 
turn, according to the latest Kent 
Property Market Report. 

The report, launched to an audience of 
almost 200 property professionals at Ashford 
International Hotel, reveals that despite the 
challenging economic climate, office rental 
values in the county remained stable, growing 
by 0.4 per cent in comparison with the UK 
average, which fell by 3.8 per cent. 

Kent Property Market Report, written by 
Kent County Council and property experts 
Cluttons LLP, is produced by investment pro¬ 
motion agency Locate in Kent. 

It reviews property performance and major 
deals in Kent in the financial year April 2008 to 
March 2009 and provides insight into residen¬ 
tial, retail and regeneration programmes and, 
for the first time, the rural property market. 

Ashford is already benefiting from 
Southeastern’s preview high-speed rail services, 
meaning journeys from Ashford International 
Station into London take only 37 minutes. 

The launch of full services in December is 
likely to fuel further investment and growth in 
the town, pointing towards a positive and 
encouraging economic outlook. 

Paul Carter, leader of KCC, said: “This report 
shows that Kent is resilient and is coming out 
of this recession fighting. Kent has fared well 
in comparison to the rest of the UK. At KCC 
we see regeneration as a major responsibility. 

'We will continue to invest in roads, schools 
and major regeneration schemes such as those 
in Ashford. 

“And as a county we must take full advan¬ 
tage of the opportunities presented by the 
arrival of high-speed rail services to Kent.” 

Ashford’s Growth Area development strate¬ 
gy is making good progress, which includes 
planning approval for Victoria Way, a proposed 


new road that will improve access to the sta¬ 
tion and the town centre. The variety of regen¬ 
eration projects in the town show encouraging 
signs for the future and included the mixed- 
use development Elwick Place, a new commer¬ 
cial office quarter near the train station and 
the new Herald building at Eureka Park. 

Alison Owen, partner at Cluttons LLP, said: 
“Property developers have proved flexible this 
year in response to demand and are focusing 
efforts on smaller-unit schemes offering 
shorter-term lettings. 

“Credit constraints are continuing to have 
an effect on both the residential and commer¬ 
cial property markets; however, the report 
shows that there continues to be an excellent 
supply of office space at affordable prices. 

“Rural property assets have witnessed a real 


resurgence in the last year, with investors 
looking for steady returns.” 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “During the year, Locate in Kent 
recorded 246 new projects, representing an 
increase on last year, further proving that 
interest in Kent from UK and international 
investors remains strong.

End of Groundhog Day 
nightmare for Jaguar 


JAGUAR has broken free from an 
automotive Groundhog Day of 
years re-creating the styling of its 
60s heyday 

Its middleweight XF (from £33,200) model 
re-wrote the style book last year - soon to be 
joined by an equally radical XJ. 

It announced that Jaguar was ready to 
innovate again and the XF just got better too 
with the new 272bhp V6 3.0-litre S twin-tur- 
bodiesel (from £36,900) version tested here - 
Jaguar’s most powerful diesel so far. 

It might have escaped trad Jag styling, but 
the stunning new look echoes the brand’s old 
style ‘grace and pace’ advertising. 

The engine feels lively yet sensible too and 
shows how far diesel engines have come late¬ 
ly; there is a pleasing resonance more like a 
gutsy petrol unit and a smooth power delivery. 

Most muscle comes from the larger turbo, with 
the smaller kicking in at 2,800rpm, enabling the 
car to be both Jaguar and pussy cat. 

It responds with dismissive ease when called 
to overtake, whether the seamless six-speed 
auto gearbox is in standard or sport mode.

The latter tightens up throttle and steering 
response and is the perfect partner to manual 
selection via steering wheel paddles, allowing 
you to exploit the rear driven chassis’ 
sure-footedness beneath a typically well-sort¬ 
ed ride quality. 

But it is tempting to just idle around know¬ 
ing the Jag can dash to 60mph in under six 
seconds yet, driven normally, average around 
40mpg with C02 emissions of 179g/km or road 
tax Band I (£175/yr) - impressive for a rapid 
and relatively big car. 

A junior version of the same engine develop¬ 
ing 237bhp rather than 271bhp is even more 
frugal yet still outperforms the 3.0-litre V6 
petrol XF, which is only marginally cheaper - 
who is going to buy that now? 

If that heresy rattles G ‘n’ Ts down at the 
Jaguar gentlemen’s club, then the XF interior 
should send the ice cubes into orbit. 

It is emphatically not old style-style ‘clubby’ 
Jaguar. The use of wood is understated and the 
leather wears minimal stitching while the detail 
is techno. The control set all works beautifully 
and there is even a big boot and folding rear 
seat backs for longer loads - a far cry from the 
pinched back ends of those Groundhog Days.

Hessenthaler sees red as 
Dover bow out of FA Cup

DOVER’S FA Cup defeat at the 
hands of Eastleigh on Saturday has 
forced manager Andy Hessenthaler 
to downgrade the club’s ambitions 
this season. 

The Whites’ boss was sent off in a tempestu¬ 
ous cup tie at Crabble as his side again fell just 
short of reaching the first round proper. It was 
the first time Hessenthaler had suffered back- 
to-back defeats during his time in charge at 
Dover, following a 3-2 midweek defeat in the 
league to Basingstoke Town. 

After an impressive start to the season, 
Athletic looked on course for a third straight 
promotion, but Hessenthaler admitted it might 


not be the best thing for the club. He told this 
newspaper: “Confidence is down and we had a 
defeat on Tuesday and it feels like the end of 
the world as people’s expectations here are so 
high. A play-off place this season would be an 
excellent achievement. Maybe we need a year 
in this Blue Square South to see what we need 
for promotion.” 

Hessenthaler made four changes to the side 
beaten by Basingstoke, with new signing Dave 
Wilkinson replacing Lee Hook in goal. 

Eastleigh went ahead on 11 minutes through 
Tony Taggart’s skidding drive. They might 
have added to their lead against a ponderous- 
looking Dover defence, but the hosts weathered 
the storm and levelled through Oily Schulz. 

Parity only lasted six minutes as Eastleigh 
edged in front for a second time. A free-kick 
from Peter Adeniyi was met by Taggart on the 
volley and the ball flew past Wilkinson into the 
net, which separated the sides at the break. 

The second-half started in the worst possible 
fashion for Dover, as Eastleigh netted a third 
goal from a comer, a minute after the restart. 
Tom Jordan was unmarked at the back post 
and he calmly nodded past Wilkinson. 

Schulz and Adam Birchall missed good 
chances before Eastleigh made it 4-1 on the 
hour when a defensive mix-up allowed Richard 
Gillespie to tap home. Browning immediately 




pulled a goal back and felt aggrieved when 
they had a goal disallowed and a penalty 
appeal turned down in quick succession. 

Andy Forbes then sealed victory to make it 5-2 
and the game got worse for Dover as 
Hessenthaler was shown a straight red card for 
a sliding challenge six minutes after coming on 
as a substitute. Adam Birchall scored from the 
penalty spot in injury time, completing the score. 

Hessenthaler said: “Defeats are all too common 
at the moment. We can’t really keep conceding 
like we have - we’re always chasing games and 
it makes it veiy difficult to get results.”
